AS WE stand In silence at the 
eleventh b4ur of this Armis­ 
tice day in honor of the brave men 
who have died for our country, let 
us 
not 
forget 
a 
prayer 
that 
strength be given to the living—to 
the gallant Allied forces which 
soon will launch their crucial of­ 
fensives of the war and to the 
home fronts which must not falter 
in this fateful moment. 
The signals are now fairly set 
for the Allied offensives in both 
tho European and the Asiatic thea­ 
tres and the way things are devel­ 
oping we are likely to see them go 
into action at somewhere near the 
same time. 
This doesn’t necessarily mean 
that we are to expect the big 
shows to open tomorrow, or a week 
from tomorrow, for it takes much 
time to prepare for any great oper 
ation and especially an amphib­ 
ious one. However, it can be said 
that the preliminaries are well ad 
vanced. 
Actually there probably will be 
not one but several almost simul 
taneous asaults launched in both 
Europe and Asia. The idea will be 
to bedevil the enemy on as many 
fronts as possible at the same time 
—to weaken him by dividing his 
forces. Hitler and Hirohito will be 
as busy as hound dogs with fleas 


INDICATIONS are that when the 
I day for the big invasion of west­ 
ern France arrives the main cross 
channel assault Will be supported 
by 
thrusts at numerous other 
points along the coasts of France, 
the Low Countries and Norway, 
though some of these will be feints 
and won’t be developed. 
An invasion of southern France 
through the Rhone valley also may 
be expected, bringing into action 
the 300,000 or more French soldiers 
who are waiting feverishly in 
North Africa for a chance to fight 
again for their country. A drive 
into the Balkans is another con­ 
tingency. 
The offensive against the Japs 
will be a many-pronged affair 
Observers generally expect it to 
develop into a vast pincers move­ 
ment, with the main claws reach 
ing out for Japan from India in 
southeast Asia end from the Amer 
lean strongholds in the southwest 
and western Pacific. 
Thus far Burma has been men­ 
tioned most frequently as the main 
sector for the offensive under 
Lord Louis Mountbatten from India 
—the left claw of tWTEHncers. 
Burma will indeed figure heav­ 
ily, since it is China’s back door 
to the outside world, but it would 
be a mistake to assume that the 
opening up of Burma alone would 
solve all the Allied difficulties.

IT’B quite on the cards that 
Mountbatten 
may carry out 
other major operations. One drive, 
for instance, might Uke the Allied 
forces across the Malay peninsula 
and Thailand into French Indo­ 
china. 
Sir Robert Leslie Cragle, former 
British ambassador to Japan, in a 
speech in London yesterday, gave 
the broader view to the Mountbat­ 
ten show. 
He mentioned not only Burma 
but Malaya and The Netherlands 
East Indies. 
He pointed out that the Japanese 
lines through these countries are 
strong but said he hopes “we may 
penetrate them with reasonable 
rapidity because we shall be able 
to establish and maintain regional 
air superiority.” 
In any event, the invasion of 
Burma must be preceded by am­ 
phibious operations to clean the 
Japs at least out of the Andaman 
islands, which lie athwart the Gulf 
of Martabau and the great port of 
Rangoon at the mouth of the “road 
to Mandalay”. The Andamans pre­ 
sumably are strongly held. 


|~\VER in the southwest Pacific 
'-J the fighting on Bougainville 
island represents one of the pre­ 
liminaries to the big drive. There 
the Japs are battling without much 
hope to save their key base of 
Rabaul to the north. 
With Rabaul gone the Allies 
will be masters of that great area 
and the way will be opened for the 
broader operations by Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur and Admiral Nlmitx. This 
will represent the right claw of the 
pincers. 
By Armistice day next year the 
Allied fortunes should be bright. 
The war in Europe likely will be 
a thing of the past and the full 
might of America and Britain will 
have been turned on Japan. 
No man can forecast the length 
of time it will take that striking 
power to crush Nippon, but we can 
at least be sure that, come another 
Nov. ll we shall have put the sign 
of death on the brow of Japanese 
militarism even if the war isn’t 
finished.

It was dliected specifically at 
the CIO’s United Steelworkers who 
want to abolish the so-called for­ 
mula which in the interest of anti­ 
inflation permits wage increases 
only up to 15 percent of late 1941 
levels. 
‘I Won’t Surrender’ 
So far as I am concerned,” 
said Davis in a press conference 
statement, “I have not begun to 
surrender and do not intend to 
surrender any part of the wage 
stabilization program. 
“As chairman of the war labor 
board I am bound to adhere to 
and apply that policy, and aa a 
citizen I believe it is essential to 
the American worker and I have 
Just begun to fight for It.’’ 
Discussing the coal case, Davie 
said “the wage stabilization policy 
has not been broken by tbis deci­ 
sion. The injury that that episode 
has done is to the board’s policy 
in dealing with disputes during 
strikes, with the no-strike agree­ 
ment and with the labor movement 
which bas, except for this one ex­ 
ception. adhered to the no-strike 
agreement.

The Germans said they 
destroyed 217 tanks. 
40 Miles From Rail Csntef 
The fresh Russian gains presum 
ably carried the Ukranian armies 
closer than 40 miles from the rail 
center of Zhitomir, as reported at 
midnight by Moscow. At that time, 
the Russians were 42 miles direct 
ly west of Kiev and lunging swift­ 
ly forward on a 70-mile front.

England’s Aid 
To U.S. Cited 
In 2 Reports

WASHINGTON, Nov. l l —Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and the British gov­ 
ernment, in separate reports, to­ 
day laid heavy stress upon the 
material aid which this country 
has received from the British em­ 
pire under “reverse lend-lease", 
stated by the President to have 
totaled fl,174,900,000 through last 
June. 
The reports followed, but made 
no specific reference to, charges 
in congress that U. S. lend-lease 
constituted "the most colossal dole 
of all time” and implications on 
Capitol Hill that this government 
is bearing a disproportionate share 
of war costs, in money and sup­ 
plies. 
The senate appropriations com­ 
mittee and the Truman war investi­ 
gating committee are now jointly 
inquiring into lead • lease opera 
tlons. 
Apparently 
in 
recognition 
of 
these discussions in Washington, 
Sir John Anderson, Britain’s chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer, gave the 
house of commons a white paper 
on the subject of reverse lend- 
lease, stating the lend-lease system 
"has ceased to flow In one direfc 
tion only.” 
The British announced they have 
furnished more than one billion 
dollars worth of reverse lend-lease 
assistance to the United States and 
said the scope of their ald now is 
being broadened to include mw 
materials and bulk food stuffs from 
both the United Kingdom and the 
colonies. 
Their greatest assistance, for 
which specific figures were given 
only to last June SO, hts been in 
supplying base facilities, barracks, 
hospitals and th* like for Amer­ 
ican air and land forces based in 
the British Isles. 
Up to that time the total of ma 


. amounted to 
9171,000,000 to the United States 
and 9716.000,OOO to Russia. 
These figure* were contained In 
a British “white paper” released 
here and in London at the time of 
Its 
presentation 
to 
parliament. 
This is the first detailed report of 
Britain’s assistance to other United 
Nations. 
It was accompanied by an offi­ 
cial British information service 
summary which stated that at 
present “Britain’s cash expendi­ 
tures under mutual ald totals well 
over a billion dollars for United 
States forces and more than a 
billion and a half dollars to Rus­ 
sia and other allies.” 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir 
John Anderson, on presenting the 
report to the house of commons, 
stated Britain “now is furnishing 
huge supplies without payment and 
indeed without calculation” to the

Mutual Trust

LONDON, Nov. ll —In his first 
public report on the Moscow con 
ference, Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden gave commons today the 
most optimistic official outlook 
ever presented Britain for full and 
frank post-war cooperation among 
Great Britain, the United States 
and Russia. 
Indicating the results at Mos­ 
cow had exceeded even his high 
hopes, Eden asserted the major 
success of the parley was not in 
its radically new consultative ma­ 
chinery, but in “the basis of good­ 
will and confidence” which It < 
tabllsbed among the three powers 
for dealing with future problems. 
While not pretending agreement 
had been reached on ell the prob­ 
lems discussed, the foreign sec­ 
retary said reasonable hope can 
be held “for even the most stub­ 
born among them.” Some of his 
listeners presumed this a refer­ 
ence to the question of Rnesia’s 
post-war boundaries. 
He also disclosed that economic 
questions had been discussed and 
an agreement reached “on a pro­ 
gram for handling these vast prob­ 
lems, on many of which work al­ 
ready has begun.’’

Bricker’s Entry Into 1944 Presidential Race 
May Start General Scramble For Nomination

WASHINGTON, Nov. ll—The 1944 presidential race had its 
first public entry today—the name of Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio 
for the Republican nomination—and political observers look for the 
recent elections to encourage others to declare themselves. 
Bricker’* announcement In Chicago Wednesday that be will en­ 
ter Ohio’s presidential primary May 
9 waa the first such declaration 
to come from a dozen possible can­ 
didates mentioned in both parties 
and the first from among the 
three most prominently discussed 
Republican possibilities. The other 
two Republicans are Wendell L. 
Winkle and Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York. 
Bricker’* friends here declared 
he la “really out” for the pres­ 
idential banner and not merely the

Town. It straddles the Rotomac 
river, with dormitories in Poto­ 
mac park on the District side of 
the river and in Arlington Farms 
OB the Virginia side. 
Already nearly 8.000 girls ara 
housed there and there soon will 
be close to 10,000. These ere Un- 
el* Barn's 
nieces 
and 
although 
nearly all the stories you have 
haard about bad living conditions 
In Washington are true, the lucky 
ones of Girl Town are well taken 
care of. 
On the Virginia side, th* girls 
have their own hospital where 
services af# free. They have cafe­ 
teria!, night school*, dran shops, 
indoor and outdoor recreational 
facilities, beauty parlors, and they 
•ooh win have their own movie 
and newapapar. 
For virtually nothing they can 
got a 346 personality grooming 
course that sets them off as well 


as lf they had been through on* 
of the swank beauty parlors on 
Fifth av*. For a pittance, they can 
get elementary or refresher courses 
In shorthand, typing, some foreign 
languages. The courses are offered 
under the direction of National 
university, with full college credits 
for those who are planning to pick 
up education where they left off, 
once the war is over. 
They have bowling alleys, their 
own girl orchestra, amateur dra­ 
matics, sewing machines they may 
use for making their own clothes 
or making over last year’s duds. 
The girls have a sense of humor 
about their “town”. They general­ 
ly refer to it as “No Man’s Land,” 
“Hair Ribbon Village,” “Femme 
Acres," and “Hairpin Town", 
Most of the girls who live In 
these dormitories work either for 
the army or navy, principally be­ 
cause departments have had the 
greatest expansion la employment 
end have top priority on govern­ 
ment housing projects. 
The girls pay from 316.50 to 
934.60 a month for their rooms 


which, even under rent ceilings 
existing elsewhere in tbs District, 
is just about bottom rentals for 
anything outside the slum areas 
The Girls have their problems, 
too, but most of them can be sum 
mad up In two words: Men and 
transportation. 
The shortage of men is one of 
the chief topics of conversation 
in Girls Town. Recreational com 
mlttees are struggling to overcome 
th a t Dances to which servicemen 
ere invited and other forme of en 
tertainment 
designed 
to 
attract 
the males are planned frequently, 
but after all supplying dates for 
10,000 girls in this man-shy town is 
almost an impossible hurdle. 
The public 
buildings 
adminis­ 
tration Is working on the trans 
portation problem, too; trying to 
get the city’s already overtaxed 
bus system to set up new routes 
and improve service and charges 
on those already existing. 
Ona of the Ironies of wartime 
Washington is that the girlp in 
PBA. which has charge of Girls 
Town, can’t live there. Their prior 
tty ratings aren’t high enough. 


THE third Item for your consid­ 
eration is th* extent of the 
Job still before us. 
No email number of experts 
could prove that the daytime high

The 
military authorities will continue 
to make the interim political de­ 
cisions about the areas and the 
AMG will govern in the combat 
sones of Yugoslavia or France or 
Greece or Belgium, Just as it la 
governing in the combat zone of 
Italy, where it is responsible to 
Gen. Dwight D. Elsenhower, com­ 
mander-in-chief. 
In 
Washington’s 
opinion 
the 
AMG, which administers all of lib­ 
erated Italy except Sardinia aud 
three Apulian provinces, Brindisi, 
Bari and Taranto, has performad 
the job well. 
Officers in a number far beyond 
the needs of Italy are being trained 
at many iuatltutlons in the United 
States for military government. 
However, it is expected 
that 
Allied civil authorities will pro­ 
vide the military In the future with 
explicit guides toward political de­ 
cisions. 
The military-political committee, 
which began life as the Mediter­ 
ranean commission, is destined to 


be the guiding instrument after 
the Moscow conference.

ARMISTICE DAY 
PASSES QUIETLY 


Several Ohio Cities Parade; 


Workers Stay On Job 


East Liverpool observed quietly 
today the 25th anniversary of the 
First World war armistice, while 
the presence of men and women 
home on furlough reminded that 
the nation now is in another con­ 
flict—with the same foe that con­ 
ceded defeat In 1918. 
There was little fanfare here, 
contrasted to that turbulent cele­ 
bration Nov. ll a quarter of * cen­ 
tury ago, when business places, fac­ 
tories and stores closed the doors 
to join In the noisy welcome for 
the news of the end of that war. 
Banks and financial Institutions, 
schools, libraries and some public 
agaacfes were closed for the legal 
holiday, but business went on as 
usual—aa did district plants, many 
of them making war goods to hast­ 
en the next armistice.

Wellsville, while veterans organisa­ 
tions' throughout the country con­ 
ducted Armistice events Wednes­ 
day night, or planned dinner! for 
tonight 
The observances throughout Ohio 
generally were more serious than 
a year ago rwhen many cities cur­ 
tailed or omitted their usual pa­ 
rades and speechmaklng. 
Columbus arranged the state’s 
major parade to include thousands 
of service men and women from Ft. 
Hayes, Lockbourne army air base 
and Ohio State university. A short 
talk by Gov.

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Hull Returns, 
Offered ‘Key* 
By Roosevelt

WASHINGTON, Nov. ll—Secre­ 
tary of State Cordell Hull came 
home Wednesday from the history- 
making Moscow conference and 
received a hero’B welcome — a 
warm kiss from Mrs. Hull and 
hearty handshake from President 
Roosevelt 
"Well, this is a surprise!” the 72- 
year-old secretary said when he 
stepped spryly from his big, four- 
motored transport at the National 
airport to find the President wait­ 
ing there to greet him. 
But Mrs. Hull’s welcome came 
first and then the secretary walked 
over and shook hands with M 
Roosevelt seated In an automobile. 
"This Is an unexpected honor, 
Mr. President,” Hull said. “You 
don’t know how much I appre­ 
ciate it.” 
“Well,” the 
President replied 
with a broad smile, “we’ll give you 
the keys to the city.” 
Other Notables On Hand 
Also greeting him were Under 
secretary of State Edward Stet 
tinius, Ambassador Wet Tao-Ming 
of 'China, Senate Majority Leader 
Barkley of Kentucky and a group 
of other senators. 
The greetings over, the seer* 
tary went directly to the White 
House' for a talk with President 
Roosevelt—a talk which presum­ 
ably covered decisions of the Mos­ 
cow conference not yet made pub­ 
lic and other matters too secret to 
be entrusted to ordinary means of 
communication. 
Before leaving for the White 
House, Hull spoke briefly to re­ 
porters of the Moscow conference’s 
main decisions—that none of the 
four countries represented, Russian, 
Britain, the United States and 
China, will make a separate peace 
with a common enemy, and that 
all four will work together after 
the war to maintain peace. 
Received 'Every Courtesy* 
He said the American mission 
received "every courtesy, every 
hospitality and every considera­ 
tion,” in Moscow. 
“For two weeks the conference 
in Moscow worked together as a 
single unit in an atmosphere of 
understanding and trust and friend­ 
liness and cooperation,” he con­ 
tinued. “We agreed upon a broad 
basic program of international co­ 
operation.

MAN has a tendency to take 
truth and exaggerate certain 
parts of it until it becomes for all 
practical purposes an untruth. The 
principle is illustrated in the over­ 
emphasis given the use of vegeta­ 
ble juices during the last few years 
by health food cafeterias, ideas 
that vegetable juices constitute 
tumor treatment, and other half- 
baked Ideas. 
The plain facts are—as anyone 
can tell you who has ever tried 
them, unless he is a plain crank— 
that raw vegetables are less di­ 
gestible than cooked vegetables. 
Furnish Roughage 
Furthermore, one of the princi­ 
pal advantages of vegetables is 
that they furnish roughage, which 
advantage vanishes when you use 
the juices and the vegetable bulk 
contains a great deal of solid nour­ 
ishment not found In the juices. 
If someone could just get to­ 
gether a group of food faddists 
and get them photographed, it 
would go far towards dispelling 
the theories they stand for. Most 
of them are physical wrecks. Of 
course, they say that the reason 
they have to eat a special kind of 
diet is that their constitutions are 
so weak, but the fact is their con­ 
stitutions are weak because they 
eat the kind of hay they do. 
Feed Faddists Give Views 
I know a fellow who believed 
that the only healthy food was pea­ 
nuts. How he got in that frame 
of mind, I don’t know. It wouldn’t 
seem natural for the creator of the 
universe to plan the universe on 
that basis and them make the 
places where peanuts grow so few 
and far between. Well, lf he was 
an example of peanuts as an ex­ 
clusive diet, he was a misfit—he 
was a physical wreck.
